\etv  Vlant  of  Lois  Hirer 

VANCOUVER,  Nov.  2— The  Powell  River  Co.,  Limited,  will  be- 
gin next  week,  and  continue  during  November  and  December, 
the  calling  for  tenders  and  awarding  of  a  series  of  contracts 
for  a  $6,000,000  power  development  at  Lois  River,  fourteen  miles 
south  of  the  town  of  Powell  River,  which  will  enable  It  to  double 
its  already  immense  paper  manufacturing  operations. 

Mr.  A.  E.  McMaster.  general  man- 
ager of  the  company,  today,  dis- 
cussed the  money-spending  pro- 
gramme, which  his  company  has 
planned  since  it  was  granted  the 
right,  to  develop  the  Lois  River  site 
by  the  Provincial'  Government. 

With  plans  nearly  complete  for 
the  transition  of  what  has  been  a 
liver  innocent  of  industry  into  a 
source  of  nearly  18,000  horsepower, 
the  company  will  Initiate  next  week 
the  contract  work  which  will  build 
a  second  paper-making  plant  at  the 
Powell  River  site,  erect  poles  be- 
tween Powell  and  Lois  Rivers  and 
Involve  the  construction  at  the  new 
power  site  of  a  dam  and  a  mile- long 
tunnel  having  an  inside  diameter  of 
twelve  feet  six  inches. 

The  first  work  to  be  disposed  of 
will  be  the  clearing  of  a  lane  for 
the  power  line  between  the  plant 
site  and  Powell  River  and  the 
powerhouse  site  at  Stillwater  at  the 
mouth  of/  the  Lois,  fourteen  miles 
away  Then  will  come  the  work  of 
constructing  the  darn  and  the  tun- 
nel.

SASKATOON,  Bask  .  Nov.  2.-The 
ConservaUves  had  always  wanted 
the  tariff  raised,  and  the  present 
tariff  situation  In  the  United  States 
was  merely  another  peg  on  which 
to  hang  protectionist  speeches. 
Prime  Minister  Mackenzie  King  as- 
serted here  tonight. 

The  present  discussion  in  relation 
to  the  Hawley-Smoot  Bill  served 
splendidly  to  divert  public  opinion 
from  the  main  objective  of  the 
Conservative  party  at  home,  he 
said. 

The  second  speech  of  Mr.  Kings 
tour  was  delivered  st  the  Third 
Avenue  Churth  and 
a  considerable  portion  of 
Canada. 

The  Prime  Minister  defined  the 
Liberal  party  as  one  of  encouraging 
world  trade  with  the  home  market 
reasonably  secured  He  went  exten- 
sively Into  the  Increase  of  Canada's 
trade  abroad  and  contended  that 
much  was  due  to  the  steps  taken  by 
the  Government  through  keeping 
;  down  the  cost  of  production  and 
cost  of  living,  thereby  enabling  this 
country  to  compete  successfully 
against  much  larger  countries.

SMALL  REGISTRATION

total  of  10  per  cent  of  the  electorate 
In  order  to  place  it  on  a  constitu- 
tional basis.  The  electorate  numbers 
41,019,181,  while  this  afternoon  a 
total  of  4.138.384  persons  had  regis- 
tered, represt  nting  10j08  per  cent.

October  24  to  26.  the  International 
Association  of  Milk  Dealers.  This 
latter  was  held  In  the  Royal  York 
Hotel,  recently  completed.

Tbt  press  of  the  two  countries  has  been  kind  In 
the  extreme  to  Great  Britain's  Labor  Prime 
Minister  and  his  Government.  Tftey  have  been 
showered  with  compliments  because  of  the 
Idealistic  utterances  of  Mr.  MacDonald.  Today 
the  Prime  Minister  is  again  In  England  facing  a 
session  of  Parliament  and  the  stern  actualities 
Of  the  political  situation. 

The  test  of  the  Labor  Government  lies  in  its 
ability  to  carry  out  the  lavish  promises  which  it 
made  during  the  last  election  campaign.  Those 
promises  Included  hopes  raised  of  substantial 
and  rapid  improvements  In  the  social  conditions 
of  the  people  and  In  the  unemployment  situation. 
Little,  so  far,  has  been  done  In  the  matter  of 
unemployment,  and  it  remains  to  be  seen  if  new 
legislation  can  be  devised  which,  while  finding 
work,  will  not  add  to  the  already  heavy  burden  of 
the  British  taxpayer.  The  Government  Is  thus 
still  on  the  threshold  of  its  main  task  and  more, 
and  more  attention  in  Great  Britain  will  be  di- 
verted from  foreign  to  domestic  affairs.  It  is 
the  latter  that  are  of  supreme  importance, 
especially  where  a  Labor  Government  is  con- 
cerned. The  best  test  of  any  Government  in 
thM  ytftTS  following  a  great  war,  with  Its  after- 
math of  heavy  taxation,  is  its  ability  to  lighten 
the  load  on  the  pockets  of  those  governed.  The 
grandiose  schemes  of  Labor  for  social  betterment 
hardly  foreshadow  reduced  taxation,  and  yet 
ultimately  it  will  be  on  that  very  point  that  the 
present  Government  will  be  Judged.

The  Institute  for  the  Blind  was  Incorporated 
In  1018,  the  last  year  of 'the  Great  War,  and  un- 
doubtedly the  work  received  its  first  great  im- 
petus m  an  orpani/er!  wav  because  of  the  num- 
ber of  those  who  returned  from  Flanders  and 
other  fighting  areas  deprived  of  their  sight.  Since 
then  d  has  accomplished  a  most  useful  work 
It*  jplan  of  operations  comprises  the  registration 
Of  til  bUod  persons.  When  their  needs  and  in- 
clinations are  ascertained  they  are  trained  for 
work  and  then  employment  Is  found  for  them. 
Thf-  Institute- in  this  province  operates  a  broom 
factory  and  a  basket  shop.  It  provides  raw  ma- 
terfcls  for  bUnd  persons  working  in  their  own 
bodssa  It  engages  in  home-teaching,  In  reading 
rmd  writing.  In  sewing  and  knitting  and  In  light 
hanrh  ■  aft*  Assistance  is  given  to  blind  persons 
who  are  needy.  It  has  a  free  library  service,  and 
beyond  all  this  relief  It  conducts  a  campaign  to 
prevent  blindness  and  to  conserve  the  sight  of 
tbe  semi-blind. 

In  British  Columbia  the  Institute,  through  a 
Provincial  Government  grant,  and  from  other 
sources,  Is  assured  of  $23,000  for  the  current  year. 
It  needs  $33,000  to  carry  on  the  work  planned. 
Over  and  above  this  amount  money  is  required 
for  the  erection  of  a  building  at  Vancouver  and 
for  its  maintenance  and  endowment.  The  build- 
ing fund  Is  the  cause  of  the  present  campaign  for 
a  sum  of  $150,000.  Of  this  amount  It  is  proposed 
to  expend  $100,000  for  a  building  and  site;  $10,000 
to  make  up  the  deficit  in  the  budget  for  the  cur- 
rent year,  and  $40,000  as  the  nucleus  of  an  en- 
dowment fund.  In  the  work  of  raising  this  spe- 
cial fund  there  Is  every  reason  to  hope  that  the 
Provincial  Government  and  all  municipalities  In- 
terested will  make  grants.  The  balance,  what- 
ever It  may  be.  will  depend  on  public  philan- 
thropy. The  present  campaign  is  a  test  of  the 
humanity  of  the  public,  their  attitude  towards 
the  blind  and  their  willingness  to  assist  in  the 
most  substantial  way  towards  setting  them  on 
their  feet,  and  overcoming,  so  far  as  they  can 
be  overcome,  the  handicaps  under  which  they 
labor.  There  is  every  reason  to  hope  that  the 
response  will  be  generous  to  the  extent  of  real- 
izing to  the  full  the  hopes  of  the  Canadian  Na- 
tional Institute  for  the  Blind.

In  reply  to  one  inquiry  over  the  'phone  and  to 
several  questions  asked  upon  the  streets,  we  may 
say  that  the  average  working  Journalist  is  not 
directly  interested  in  the  vagaries  and  distem- 
pers of  the  stock  markets.  While  we  are  all  con- 
cerned about  the  possible  effects  of  the  flutter 
upon  the  exchanges  on  the  business  situation  in 
Canada  and  our  sympathies  may  be  extended  to 
those  who  have  suffered  personal  losses,  the 
attitude  of  the  average  working  Journalist  is  very 
much  like  that  of  a  well-known  Victoria  lawyer 
who,  when  asked  how  the  fluctuations  in  the 
market  had  affected  him.  said  they  did  not  affect 
him  at  all,  for  he  had  no  money  and  nobody 
would  lend  him  any.  So,  while  we  laugh  in  scorn 
when  millionaires  like  John  D.  Rockefeller  and 
Henry  Ford  don  the  robes  of  philosophy  and  tell 
us  that  the  path  of  happiness  ls  not  paved  with 
gold  and  that  the  very  rich  have  more  to  worry 
about  than  the  very  poor,  we  think  that  possibly 
there  may  be  some  consolations  in  poverty,  at 
least  In  poverty  in  the  comparative  degree.  Hap- 
piness may  be  a  condition  of  the  mind,  but  a 
happy  condition  of  the  mind  depends  to  some 
extent  upon  a  well-nurtured  condition  of  the 
body.  John  D.  docs  not  look  as  if  he  had  ever 
partaken  pf  and  enjoyed  a  really  hearty  meal, 
and  Henry  is  not  as  fat  in  body  as  a  prize- 
fighter out  of  training.

8ir,— Referring  to  the  article 
the  question  of  beet  culture  for 
sugar,  which  appeared  In  a  recent 
Issue,  reminds  me  tliat  the  question 
was  taken  up  some  years  ago,  at 
the  Instance  of  the  late  Mr.  James 
Dunsu\uir,  who  was  an  ardent  ad- 
vocate of  the  question. 

Mr.  Dunsmulr  obtained  seed  of 
the  best  varieties  of  sugar  beet, 
which  was  supplied  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  AgjipuiU^jf.  and  experi- 
ments were  carried  on  by  the  De- 
partment at  that  tune,  similar  to 
those  now  proposed. 

Speaking  from  memory,  the  re- 
sults proved  that  in  spite  of  the 
undoubted  suitability  of  the  coun- 
try, some  parts  were  not  well  suited 
for  the  production  of  beet  for  the 
purpose.  It  was  found  that  In  spite 
of  the  valuable  by-products,  the 
sugar  produced  could  not  In  any 
way  compete  with  the  imported 
article.  The  same  course  was  pur- 
sued as  ls  stated  to  be  pursued  in 
the  present  instance;  the  beets 
were  carefully  packed  and  trans- 
mitted to  Professor  Shutt,  in  Ot- 
tawa, whose  report  should  now  be 
on  nie  In  the  department,  as  well 
as  a  report  of  the  experiments 
made  at  that  time. 

As  I  write  entirely  from  memory, 
some  inaccuracies  may  be  evident, 
but  the  report  which  should  be  in 
existence  would  show  all  the  facts 
Under  the  circumstances  It  seems 
merely  a  repetition  of  all  done 
before.

Then  again,  the  taxpayers  of  the 
city  will  wake  up  to  the  fact  one 
fine  morning  that  the  land  that 
reverted  back  to  the  corporation 
through  the  misfortune  of  fellow 
citizens  ls  fast  being  taken  up  In 
the  downtown  section  at  bargain 
prices,  and  when  the  citizens  want 
a  parcel  of  land  for  such  an  Im- 
provement as  a  Public  Market  they 
will  have  to  pay  an  exorbitant  price 
for  the  same.

Sir,— With  reference  to  the  sec- 
ond flowering  of  the  dogwood  trees, 
the  following  excerpt  from  a  letter 
received  from  Dr.  A.  W.  Hill,  of 
Kew.  will  prove  of  Interest: 

"We  have,  unfortunately,  only 
small  plants  of  Cornus  Nuttallll  at 
Kew,  but  they  do  tend  occasionally 
to  produce  their  flowers  in  the 
Autumn  as  they  do  with  you  in 
Canada.  If  only  we  could  get  some 
fine  large  trees  here,  I  have  no 
doubt  the  phenomenon  would  be 
fairly  common  with  us. 

"Quite  a  numbe*  of  trees  and 
shrubs  tend  to  flower  In  the  Au- 
tumn which  normally  flower  In  the 
8pring.  One  or  two  of  the  Chinese 
rhododendrons'  do  this  quite  nor- 
mally, and  wistaria  very  often  pro- 
duces several  trusses  of  bloom  In 
September,  and  I  have  also  seen 
common  laburnum  flowering  in  the 
Autumn  and  horse  chestnuts.  Once 
in  Paris,  after  a  very  hot  and  dry 
July  and  early  August,  followed  by 
heavy  rain  at  the  end  of  August,  I 
aaw  the  avenues  of  horse  chestnuts 
leafless  and  in  full  flower  In  Sep- 
tember.''

81r,— At  different  periods  the  citi- 
zens of  Victoria  are  told  through 
the  local  press  what  a  harvest  of 
wealth  could  be  produced  on  the 
Saanlch  Peninsula  and  other  lands 
adjacent  to  Victoria.  The  first 
requisite  that  Ls  required  before  the 
said  land  can  be  brought  under  cul- 
tivation Is  a  market  for  the  produce 
of  same.  It  ls  certainly  futile  to 
expect  people  to  go  on  the  land 
without  a  market  for  their  produce. 

I  for  one  have  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  If  the  ctllrens  want  to 
get  results  they  will  have  to  take  a 
hand  themselves.  There  ls  a  solu- 
tion, namely,  for  the  Corporation  of 
the  City  of  Victoria  to  build  an 
up-to-date  Public  Market. 

The  writer  has  interviewed  several 
taxpayers  of  the  city  and  put  this 
project  before  them,  and  only  on  one 
occasion  did  he  meet  with  opposition. 
His  objection  was  that  he  had  found 
out  by  practical  experience  that  the 
public  ax  a  whole  refused  to  carry 
the  produce. 

I  pointed  out  to  him  there  was  a 
way  to  overcome  that  objection, 
namely,  for  the  corporation  to  do 
the  delivery  end  of  it  on  a  systematic 
basis,  the  same  to  be  charged  to  the 
stallholders  for  wear  and  general 
upkeep.

The  visit  of  the  Premier's  father 
to  that  mountain  mark.,  the  first 
arrival  of  a  white  man  at  this  pic- 
turesque mountain  Dr.  Tolmle  was 
then  in  charge  of  Fort  Nlsqually. 
under  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company 
As  a  botanist  of  repute  he  discovered 
In  his  trip  to  the  mountain,  in  1833. 
the  flower  which  was  named  after 
him  and  which  is  common  to  that 
region.

The  invitation  to  be  present  at 
this  centenary  is  one  which  appeals 
very  strongly  to  the  Premier  on 
sentimental  grounds.

Mr  Asahel  Curtis,  chairman  of  the 
Rainier  National  Park  Advisory 
Board,  in  communicating  with  Pre- 
mier Tolmie  and  making  a  request 
that  he  attend  this  centenary  of  the 
visit  of  his  father,  the  first  white 
person  to  set  foot  on  Mount  Rainier, 
gives  the  information  that  by  the 
year  first  mentioned,  that  of  1933. 
It  is  expected  that  a  roadway  now 
being  constructed  Into  the  northeast 
corner  of  the  park  will  be  completed 
up  to  a  point  "under  the  peak  which 
is  named  In  honor  of  your  father" 
and  up  to  the  Mountain  Meadows  of 
Spray  Park. 

Newspaper  clippings  referring  to' 
the  celebration  that  is  planned  were 
also  sent  to  the  Premier,  and  in  the 
course  of  these  appear  quotations 
from  the  diary  of  the  Premier's 
father  made  on  his  visit  in  1833 

There  is  enclosed  a  beautiful  pho- 
tograph of  the  Tolmle  saxifrage  in 
full  bloom  in  Its  habitat  on  the 
mountain. 

Mr  Curtis  describes  the  flower  as 
follows: 

"This  is  a  tiny,  clear,  wax-like 
flower  that  grows  high  on  Mount 
Rainier.  It  grows  on  bare  volcanic 
ash  and  pumice  without  any  vegeta- 
tion around  It.  This  is  one  of  the 
most  attractive  of  the  high  altitude 
flowers  in  our  national  park,  and 
was  named  in  honor  of  your  father 
*ho  discovered  it  on  hia  first  trip  to 
he  mountain  nearly  a  century  ago.

One 
of  them  was  worked  with  a  small 
flowered  design  on  a  background  of 
octagonal  pieces  of  apple-green 
linen  The  most  handsome  was 
made  of  oval  pieces  of  hand-printed 
linen  overlapping  each  other, 
worked  by  Lady  Ilkeston 

The  leuther  work,  basketry,  knit- 
ted articles,  rugs  and  carved  toys 
were  all  equally  good,  and  since  this 
excellent  organization  came  over 
from  Canada  it  Is  interesting  to 
know  that  in  the  last  fourteen  years 
over  4.000  Institutes  have  been 
started  in  England  and  Wales,  with 
a  membership  of  over  a  quarter  of 
a  million.  A  novel  feature  this  year 
was  the  exhibition  of  furnished 
rooms,  made  co-operatively  by  W.I. 
members. 

I  hear  that  there  Is  a  movement 
afoot  In  other  quarters  to  start  a 
similar  organization  for  townsfolk 
It  would  be  an  amusing  and  profit- 
able experience  to  bring  together 
people  who  live  In  boarding  houses 
and  those  who  frequent  only  "pri- 
vate hotels."  and  their  fournlsseurs 
In  the  same  neighborhood,  and 
teach  how  to  make  gloves  and  rush 
baskets. 

It  Is  a  comforting  thought  to 
many  simple  folk  that  In  a  few  hun- 
dred years  there  will  be  no  grrV 
exhibitions  of  the  art  of  today,  such 
as  the  collection  of  eighteenth  cen- 
tury art  now  held  in  Brussels,  be- 
cause modern  artists  do  not  prepare 
their  own  paints,  but  use  so  many 
mixtures  from  so  many  makers 
that  in  a  few  decades  their  work 
begins  to  crack.

Justice  Martin  had  delivered  an  elo- 
quent address  on  the  British  and 
American  occupation  of  that  terri- 
tory.

En  his  paper  on  the  hydrographic 
survey  of  the  Northwest  Coast  of 
British  Nonh  America,  given  before 
the  society  In  January.  1926.  Cap- 
tain H.  D.  Parlzeau,  officer  In  charge 
of  this  work,  gave  a  splendid  de- 
scription of  the  work  of  the  sur- 
veys of  which  he  had  charge,  as 
well  "aa  a  history  of  such  activities 
since  the  time  of  the  Spaniards,  and 
In  conclusion  a^ked  the  society  for 
assistance  in  the  suitable  naming  of 
geographical  features  along  the 
Coast.  The  names  of  pioneers  and 
old  residents,  particularly  when  In- 
timately associated  with  the  locality 
concerned,  were  preferred. 

Attached  to  Captain  Parlzeau's 
paper  In  the  report  Is  found  a  very 
interesting  chart,  giving  In  detail 
and  under  their  specific  headings, 
the  results  of  the  several  classes  of 
surveys  as  affecting  discovery,  ex- 
ploration, etc..  and  beginning  with 
Sir  Franls  Drake's  voyage  of  1579 
in  the  Oolden  Hind,  and  that  of 
Juan  de  Fuca  I  Apostolos  Valerianosi 
In  1592  From  this  it  will  be  found 
that  In  the  period  1592-1774  there 
were  no  recorded  voyages  in  these 
seas,  but  between  Juan  Perez's  voy- 
age of  1774  In  the  corvette  Santiago 
and  1794.  the  year  In  which  Captain 
George  Vancouver  visited  this  Coast 
In  the  Discovery  and  Lieutenant 
William  Robert  Broughton  In  the 
Chatham,  there  were  no  less  than 
twenty-eight  other  voyages  of  ex- 
ploration in  these  Northern  Pacific 
waters. 

The  period  from  1795  to  1845  is 
called  the  "second  period  of  the 
"Dark  Ages"  so  far  as  hydrographic 
survey  Is  concerned,  for  most  of  the 
adventurers  of  these  shores  during 
that  period  came  by  land:  Sir  Alex- 
ander Mackenzie,  In  1793;  Simon 
Fraser,  1808;  David  Thompson. 
1810.  and  the  same  year  John  Jacob 
Astor  established  a  fur  trading  post 
at  Astoria,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Co- 
lumbia, or  emissaries  came  for  the 
sole  purpose  of  establishing  Hud- 
son's Bay  Company  forts  on  th" 
coast.

Captain  Henry  Kellett  In  the  Her- 
ald, and  Commander  James  Wood 
In  the  Pandora,  began  an  active 
period  of  surveys,  ending  with  those 
of  Captain  Pender  In  the  Beaver, 
although  from  this  time  up  to  1898 
various  unattached  surveys  were 
carried  on  by  H.MS,  naval  officers 
attached  to  the  Ewjulmalt  station 
The  construction  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway,  the  Klondike  rush, 
the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific,  and  In- 
cidental surveys  are  noted  up  to 
the  time  In  1910,  when  the  entire 
coastal  survey  was  taken  over  by 
the  Canadian  Government. 

OPENING  THE  PACIFIC 
Readers  of  this  report  will  be 
glad  to  find  included  the  splendid 
paper  given  by  Mr.  V.  L.  Denton  in 
May.  1927.  in  which  he  essays  to 
answer  the  question  why  the  Pacific 
for  so  long  a  time  remained  an  un- 
I x\ ,  u nc iiA rti^d  w  & stc  oJ  w BfeQN • 
In  doing  so  he  goes  back  to  the 
time  of  the  great  Venetian,  Marco 
Polo,  of  thirteenth  century  tame, 
"probably  the  first  European  to  see 
the  water  we  know  today  as  the 
Pacific,"  and  at  the  same  time  offers 
as  an  explanation  the  vastness  of 
Uils  Western  ocean  and  the  slow 
sailing  conditions  of  the  time,  with 
the  certainty  of  scurvy,  mutiny  and 
fever  undpr  long  voyages.  "It  cannot 
be  too  strongly  stressed  that  the 
discoveries  of  antiscorbutics  by 
Captain  Cook  made  the  opening  of 
the  Pacific  to  trade  and  commerce 
a  possibility  and  a  fact."  Professor 
Denton  notes  in  this  delightfully 
human  document. 

Mr.  W.  A.  Newcomb's  history  or 
the  Queen  Charlotte  Islands  is  of 
special  Interest  as  telling  something 
about  the  first  part  to  be  seen  by 
Europeans  of  what  Is  now  British 
Columbia.  Historical  research  stu- 
dents will  find  much  to  interest 
them  in  Mr.  C  C.  Pemberton's 
story  of  the  discovery  and  naming 
of  the  Strait  of  Juan  de  Fuca. 
around  which  much  controversy  has 
taken  place;  and  Major  H.  T.  Na- 
tions story  of  the  Dewdney  Trail; 
and  Mr.  F.  C.  Swannclls  most  ex- 
plicitly worked  out  and  personally 
rehearsed  story  of  the  Mackenzie 
expedition  to  the  Pacific  Ocean  in 
1793,  in  which  Mr.  Swarmell.  as  the 
result  of  his  own  experiences  in 
quite  modern  times  over  the  same 
route,  pays  great  tribute  to  Mac- 
kenzie's powers  of  organization,  his 
determination,  and  his  tact  In  deal- 
ing with  the  Indians.  The  fact 
that  Mackenzie  had  completed  his 
whole  exploration  In  one  short 
Summer  and  brought  every  man 
back  safely,  spoke  volumes. 

OF  SINGULAR  INTEREST 
There  are  two  of  Mr.  John  Hosle's 
addresses  In  the  report,  one  of  these 
being  the  speech  which  he  delivered 
at  the  unveiling  of  the  memorial 
cairn  erected  on  the  historic  site  of 
Leechtown  In  commemoration  of 
the  finding  of  gold  there  on  July  17, 
1864,  the  other  hL;  paper  on  James 
Charles  Stuart  Strange,  read  at  the 
meeting  of  February  8,  this  year. 
The  latter  tyas  a  singular  Interest, 
as  the  discovery  of  the  material 
was  the  result  of  merely  personal 
curiosity  on  the  part  of  the  author, 
who  had  felt  impelled  to  follow  the 
clue  of  scattered  references  to 
Strange  in  the  histories  of  the  Pa- 
cific Northwest. 

"Strange  Is  generally  and  Incor- 
rectly referred  to  as  the  super-cargo 
on  the  fur-trading  expedition  con- 
sisting of  the  ships  Captain  Cook 
and  the  Experiment,  commanded 
respectively  by  Captains  Laurie  and 
Oulse.  But  Strange  was  no  super- 
cargo He  was  the  Instigator,  ttie 
inspiration,  the  soul  of  the  whole 
Ill-fated  expedition  (to  the  North- 
west Coast  of  America  In  1786  > . 
from  its  inception  to  its  conclusion," 
Mr  Hosle  noted  before  plunging 
Into  the  romantic  story.  Strange 
was  articled  as  a  writer  under  the 
secretary  of  the  military  depart- 
ment of  the  Honorable  the  East  In- 
dia Company's  service  at  Madras 
in  1773,  and  remained  there  for  sev- 
eral years  In  November.  1776.  he 
was  appointed  Under  Searcher  of 
the  Sea  and  Gate,  and  in  1777  as 
contractor  for  supplying  the  com- 
pany and  the  Inhabitants  with 
brick  and  chunam  In  1785.  while 
on  furlough  In  England,  he  read  the 
account  of  Captain  Cook's  voyage 
In  1778  to  the  Northwest  Coast  of 
America,  and  was  greatly  Impressed 
with  the  possibilities  of  a  new  field 
for  profitable  trade.  On  returning 
to  Madras  he  placed  before  the 
directors  of  the  East  India  Com-  j 
pany  a  lengthy  memorandum  of 
"outlines"  for  fitting  out  a  trading 
expedition  to  the  Northwest  Coast 
of  America,  and  shortly  after  hla 
expedition  was  financed  Jointly  by 
8trante  and  David  Scott  They 
sailed  from  Bombay  on  December  8. 
1785,  and  from  his  Journal,  a  copy 
of  which  Mr.  Hosle  procured  re- 
cently from  Madras,  the  whole  his- 
tory of  the  ill-fated  expedition  Ls 
fdrnlshed. 

The  final  chapter  In  the  historical 
part  of  the  report  is  the  address 
given  by  Mr  Beaumont  Bogga  on 
the  Hon  Amor  de  Cosmos,  which  is 
of  unique  character  because  of  the 
very  personal.  Intimate  and  humor- 
ous character  of  the  reminiscences

William  Fox,  central  figure  in  a 
business  romance  almost  too  im- 
probable to  serve  as  a  film  story, 
will  this  week  round  out  twenty-five 
years'  experience — some  of  It  hard; 
most  of  it  glamorous  -In  the  motion 
picture  Industry.  That  Industry,  now 
the  sixth  most  Important  in  the 
world,  is  but  twenty -six  years  old. 
and  if  this  Indicates  that  William 
Fox  got  In  on  the  ground  floor  he 
will  be  the  first  one  to  verify  that  he 
had  early  trouble  in  keeping  out  of 
the  basement. 

It's  a  long  projection  from  the 
Oreat  Train  Robbery"  to  the 
"Cockeyed  World."  but  the  most  spe- 
cific measurement  or  progress  can  be 
registered  in  the  theatres  in  which 
these  two  widely  separated  epics 
weer  set  forth.  Mr.  Fox  showed  the 
former  twenty-five  years  ago  in  a 
tiny  theatre  on  Broadway,  Brooklyn, 
and  he  contends  to  this  day  there 
will  never  be  a  more  modest  one.  It 
had  147  seats  and  when  filled  to  ca- 
pacity at  Ave  cents  an  admission 
the  gross  was  $7.30. 

Today  he  owns  and  controls  the 
largest  theatrical  enterprise  in  ex- 
istence, which  includes  the  largest 
theatre  in  the  world — the  Roxy — 
with  6.300  seats.  At  that  theatre  re- 
cently the  "Cockeyed  World."  estab- 
lishing a  world  record,  provided  a 
gross  of  $700,000  in  four  weeks- 
showing— a  Fox  film  In  a  Fox  thea- 
tre. 

The  first  time  William  Fox  de- 
cided some  day  to  own  a  theatre  his 
mother  took  him  up  In  her  arms, 
threw  him  high  and  put  him  down 
again  with  a  warning  to  stop  dream- 
ing. Late'r  people  were  less  patient 
about  it.  All  the  time  he  knew  he 
would  own  one.  right  from  the  be- 
ginning. 

When  at  fifteen  he  went  to  work 
he  got  $5  a  week.  He  liked  the  boss, 
and  when  the  boss  heard  that  all  he 
kept  out  of  his  money  was  60  cents 
a  week  he  told  hlrrr  he  was  a  good 
boy  When  he  heard  that  the  60 
cents  was  used— with  an  expenditure 
of  10  cents  a  night  to  see  some  show 
every  night  the  year  round,  the  boss 
gave  William  Fox  his  word  of  honor 
that  ho  was  never  going  to  get  any- 
where. However,  the  boy  knew  how 
to  shrink  cloth  and  do  other  details 
of  the  business  exceedingly  well.  His 
pay  rose  to  $17  a  week.  He  became 
foreman,  then  superintendent.  And 
one  night  when  the  boss  was  saying 
that  if  he  got  the  theatre  nonsense 
out  of  his  mind  he  had  a  future 
William  Fox  showed  him  a  bank- 
book with  $000  in  savings  recorded. 
He  bought  the  business.  A  year  later 
he  took  $1,600  out  of  the  business. 
And  that  sum  was  the  foundation 
of  the  William  Fox  enterprises,  now 
valued  at  more  than  $200,000,000. 

His  o!d  boss  was  one  of  his  first 
customers  at  the  little  hole  In  the 
wall  theatre  at  700  Broadway 
Brooklyn.

cinema  moves  on  Into  fields  of  dig- 
nity with  the  double  announcement 
that  biography  has  at  last  been 
attempted  In  celluloid,  and  that  Will 
Hays  has  requested  the  University 
of  Southern  California  for  a  series 
of  suggestions  for  motion  picture 
use  In  class  work. 

That  old  phrase,  "The  motion  pic- 
ture Is  In  Its  Infancy."  is  nearer  true 
today  than  two  years  ago.  A  dif- 
ferent type  brain  has  come  Into  the 
Industry  with  the  Introduction  of 
talk  Call  the  result  "aquawkles," 
the  "holler  art,"  or  any  other  oppro- 
brious name  you  may  choose  from  a 
vast  selection  of  unkind  epithets, 
but  the  fact  remains  Indisputable 
that  a  certain  degree  of  sophistica- 
tion has  entered  the  gelatine  enter- 
tainment through  dialogue.. 

The  life  of  Al.  Smith,  chosen  by 
Wlnfield  Sheehan  as  his  first  bio- 
graphical picture,  will  undoubtedly 
score.  WUely.  It  follow*  the  vein 
for  realism  In  reading  which  has 
swept  the  country. 

A  census  of  the  public  libraries 
reveals  that  people  are  reading  fact 
before  fiction.  Autobiography  and 
biography  have  held  the  field  some 
time  now.  If  the  public  yearns  for 
the  undiluted  romance  of  sheer  liv- 
ing, there  Is  every  reason  to  believe 
this  will  be  the  most  successful  food 
that  can  be  offered  for  other  enter- 
tainment. 

When  Lawrence  Tibbett  was 
chosen  to  make  a  sound  picture  his 
producers  missed  the  greatest  op- 
portunity of  their  careers  In  not 
capitalizing  on  the  biographical 
craze  with  this  artist.  The  story  of 
Tibbett.  small  town  boy.  son  of  a 
Bakersfleld  sheriff,  singing  through 
a  youth  of  hardships  which  accumu- 
lated until  there  was  a  combined 
financial  and  sociological  pressure 
sufficient  to  wipe  any  man  with  am- 
bitions out  of  the  race— Is  more  tre- 
mendous a  tale  than  any  fiction  the 
staff  writers  of  that  studio  are  able 
to  conceive.  It  Is  tremendous  be- 
cause It  Is  woven  out  of  the  simple 
cloth  of  man  s  existence. 

Lawrence  Tibbett  is  young  enough 
to  make  the  picture  himself,  and  his 
artLst's  soul  Is  so  fallow  for  new- 
experience  that  he  would  have  flung 
himself  Into  the  accomplishment  of 
such  an  epic  attempt  with  a  frenzy 
of  enthusiasm. 

With  the  beginning  of  this  first 
biographical  celluloid,  one  may 
safely  predict  a  dozen  similar  tales 
to  follow.  There  Is  no  "monkey-see. 
monkey-do"  comparable  to  that 
which  exists  in  this  village. 

Thus,  after  thlrty-flve  years  of 
picture  making,  the  emirs  of  the 
trsde  have  their  eyes  opened  to  the 
glorious  possibilities  of  realism.

Any  elimlnatlve  measures  which 
will  stimulate  the  throwing  out  of 
rheumatic  poisons  may  bring  about 
at  least  a  temporary  cure  of  the 
various  forms  of  rheumatism.  Sweat 
baths  are  often  helpful  These  may 
be  taken  at  mineral  springs  or  In 
Turkish  bath  establishments.  There 
Is  little  value  to  the  mineral  effect 
of  these  baths,  and  about  the  same 
good  can  be  accomplished  through 
taking  a  hot  tub  bath  In  the  pa- 
tient's own  home. 

Various  medicinal  remedies  have 
been  tried,  and  some  have  proven 
of  temporary  help,  but  some  of  these 
remedies  are  Injurious  to  the  heart

The  religious  revival  led  by  the 
farmer,  Hans  Nelson  Hauge,  at  the 
beginning  of  the  last  century  made 
a  deep  Impression  on  Norwegian  re- 
ligious life.  His  only  schooling  the 
peasant's  education  but  from  early 
youth  a  zealous  student  of  the  Bible. 
HauKe  began  his  missionary  work 
by  walking  from  place  to  place, 
preaching  two  and  three  times  a 
day  He  was  the  unlettered  John 
Wesley  of  Norway.  Having  spoken 
slightingly  of  ordination  and  Insti- 
tutional Christianity,  he  was  perse- 
cuted by  the  rationalistic  clergy  of 
the  day.  kept  in  prison  for  seven 
years  from  1804,  and  In  1814  finally 
sentenced  to  two  years'  *hard  labor 
for  having  held  conventicles  and 
spoken  disrespectfully  of  the  Es- 
tablished Church.  This  movement 
beneficially  stirred  the  church,  and 
the  work  now  continues  in  complete 
harmony  with  the  work  of  the  pas- 
tors. Of  Norway's  population  In  the 
1920  census  of  2.849.775.  all  except 
71.663  belonged  to  the  established 
Lutheran  Church.  Methodist*  num- 
bered 11.465.  Baptists  7.314  and 
Roman  Catholics  2.612.

Sweden  looks  back  to  her  Chris- 
tian beginnings  eleven  centuries 
ago.  when-  a  young  Frenchman,  born 
In  Amlenv  first  brought  the  light 
of  the  gospel  to  the  benighted  area 
on  the  Baltic  Sea.  He  was  Ansgar 
(the  modern  Oscar),  "Ood's  spear," 
as  his  name  mefcns,  who  brok'*  the 
way  for  the  incoming  of  ths  Chris- 
tian movement.  For  more  than  a 
century  the  new  faith  met  with 
great  opposition.  From  England 
two  centuries  later  came  evnngel- 
Ists  who  solidified  Christ  lan-ty's 
hold  both  In  Sweden  and  Denmark. 
It  was  the  Anglo-Saxon  81ejfned, 
and  the  English  and  Danish  monks, 
who  in  the  reign  •  >t  Olaf  skotkon- 
ung  (died  1084).  really  began  the 
work  of  converting  the  Swedish 
people. 

After  the  political  revolution  in 
1523.  the  Reformation  then  pene- 
trated 8wedlsh  life.  A  Swedish 
translation  of  the  Bible  appeared 
In  1628  and  the  reforms  which  bad 


been  Introduced  by  the  Government 
under  Oustavus  Vasa  at  the  advice 
of  Luther,  were  mentioned  by  the 
Swedish  clergy.  On  account  of  the 
conflict  with  RomanUsm  which  en- 
sued during  the  next  century,  as 
the  SchafT-Herzog  Encyclopedia 
states,  the  Swedish  Lutheran 
Church  became  more  hierarchical 
than  In  Norway  and  Denmark  and 
intolerant  of  other  faiths.  While 
there  is  a  population  of  8. 000.000 
Evangelical  Lutherans,  writes  Arch- 
bishop Soderhlom  of  Upsala.  thero 
are  less  than  4.000  Roman  Catho- 
lics. Among  the  features  of  the 
eleventh  centenary  a  church  will 
be  built  on  BJorke  Island,  In  Ma- 
laren  Lake,  a  new  St.  A;isgnr 
Church,  after  the  Apostle  of  the 
North.

Murray,  presiding  bishop  of  hla 
church.  In  his  youth  he  hoped  to 
enter  the  ministry  but  was  divericd 
from  his  preparation  by  the  denih 
of  his  father  and  the  duty  of  sup- 
porting his  mother  and  young.T 
children  By  thirty-five  he  had  ac- 
quired a  competency.  Within  eleven 
years  he  was  made  a  bishop

have  been  translated  Into  Dutejjt, 
Oerman,  Swedish,  Japanese,  Arabic, 
Norwegian  and  several  other 
languages.
